PROGRESS OF ALLIED DRIVE. 
[Undated War Resyme by the Associated Press ) 

The drive of the Americans 
and French into the Soissons- 
Rheims salient continues. At 
some points the Germans are 
counter - attacking desperately, 
but their efforts have proved fu- 
tile in more than impeding the 
advance. 

Further ground has been 
gained by the Allied focres south 
of Soissons,in the center of the 
line along the Ourcq River and 
north and east of Chateau 
Thierry. Additional large num- 
bers of Germans have been made 
prisoner, and numerous quanti- 
ties of guns and war materials 
have been captured, 

In the Marne region Amer- 
can troops on the north bank of 
the stream are well on the heels 
of the fleeing enemy east of 
‘Chateau Thierry, between Char- 
teves and Gland.. At last reports 
their advance had been pushed 
virtually four miles from their 
old positions on the southern 
bank and they were pressing the 
enemy northward in the direc- 
tion of Fere-en-Tardenois, pos- 
sibly with the intention of en- 
deavoring to link up with the 
French forces proceeding east- 
ward along the Ourcq. Farther 
east along the Marne the 
French have been enabled to 
throw forces across to the north- 
ern bank of the stream. 


SEVERE FIGHTING. 


Severe fighting is in progress 
between the British, French and 
Italian troops and the enemy 
southwest of Rheims, where the

Here we met violent counter-at- 
tacks by German shock troops, but 
nevertheless made more progress 
and captured mere prisoners.

Sufficient to say, we are 
victorious so far. In no place have 
the French and Americans and other 
Allied troops suffered reverses.

of fallen soldiers. On Memorial 
Day over 1000 graves were thus re- 
membered. The Salvationists plant 
the flags sent by the mothers on the 
graves of their sons, often under 
shell fire, and write the mother a de- 
scription of the spot where their 
sons lie. 

Visits to the hospitals are numer- 
ous, dispensing goodies and flowers 
to the wounded, and writing letters 
for those who are unable to do 80. 
On the Fourth of July over 600 
men visited in the Paris hospitals 
alone, well supplied with fruit and 
candy.

Big and Little, Well Fed and 
Starved—All Sorts. 


It Means Reserve Man Power 
of Huns is Tottering.

Their big shrap- 
nel belmets added to their hetght 
and gave them a medieval lock 
which strikes anew everyone who 
ses the men; but others are thin. 
weedy, undersized lads with gaunt 
cheekbones, deep eyesockets, sallow 
skins, so that they seemed under the 
steel helmets, which come down to 
their shoulders, like human carica- 
tures of snuffed candles. 
HELLISH EXISTENCE. 


It is a marvel that so many locked 


sians of the Eighty-first Reserve Di- 
vision have been living hellishly 
since the middle of June, when they 
were put into the line at Meteren. 
It is a line without trenches, made 
up of shell pits, into which they had 
to crawl at night, digging themselves 
deeper injo these holes and burrcw- 
ing for cover from our fire. When it 
rained they sat and slept in water 
and mud. 

The village of Meteren gave them 
no comfort as shelter, because our 
guns poynded it to ruin above the 
cellars, cept for the stump cf an 
old red brick church tower which 
still stands. The guns pierced great 
craters in brick-strewn ground, so 
that it was better to be out of the 
cellars than in them. They made 
their line of defense on the outskirts 
of the village, hiding their dwelling 
places in the shell pits, behind 
hedges and in the tall grass and 
flowering weeds. Miserably they 
tried tc organize some trench system 
which would make life more toler- 
able and did actually dig a few bits 


so well and strong, for these Prus- |- 


of trench and make some dugouts 
and machine gun emplacements on 
the north of the village, behind one 
of the hedges, but they had not gone 
far with the work when the Sccts 
and South Africans made it useless. 
SHELL-HOLE LIFE. 


Probably they could not get on 
with it because of the weakness of 
their companies, The influenza crept 
from shell hole to shell hole and 
caught these pocr wretches. Our in- 
cessant guntire smashing into Me- 
teren and bursting among their bur- 
rows caused them many casualties, 
and apparently sufficient new drafts 
to fill the gaps did not arrive. They 
became so weak that it was said 
some companies were down to thirty 
men and the battalions to 120. 

So this remnant cf the Eighty- 
first Reserve Division of the Prussian 
Guard sat wretchedly under their 
steel helmets when our guns strafed 
them at any hour of the day and 
night, put on gas masks when we 
soaked their ground with poison 
fumes, and knew what it meant to 
live in a hell on earth. 

All that ncrmal kind of experience 
came to them on Friday morning, so 
they thought it just the same old. 
thing. They put on gas masks when | 
the clouds of smoke rolled toward 
them and crouched low and Ustened 
to the crash of big shells and the 
scream of them. 

For a month this has been the 
daily routine, and although they 
seemed to guess that one day they 
would be attacked, there was no 
reason why it should happen that 
day. In that way they were sur- 
prised, and many of them knew 
nothing of the attack until they 
found the Scottish soldiers behind 
them. 


SURRENDER MEEKLY. 
Many of them surrendered meekly. 
The only trouble to the Scots came 
from a number cf machine guns hid- 


Meteren, and our men were held up 

and suffered there most of the cas- 
alties of the day, which elsewhere 
ad been very light,

There was no counter-attack nor 
was it easy to make one, in view of 
the low spirit of this Prussian divi- 
sion. A large number of machine 
guns were captured. There were 
seven behind cne hedge and some- 
thing like one to every twenty yards 
elsewhere. There were six officers 
taken with the men and one of them 
complained bitterly that the daylight 
attack was not playing the game, 
and said in bad French, “Les ecos- 
sais beaucoup furied” Scotch 
much furious.)

NEW TOP PRICES ON - 
HIDES CUT AVERAGE.

WASHINGTON, July 22. —New 
maximum prices on hides, for three 
months beginning August 1, an- 
nounced today by the Price-fixing 
Committee of the War Industries 
Poard, provide for an average re- 
duction of from 7 to 8 cents per 
pound from the old prices. 

Packer hides range from 24 cents 
to 30 cents a peund, according to 
the weight of the steer, and country 
hides from 21 cents to 22 cents. 
All country hides are to be bought 
and sold on a selected basis. 

“These readjustments of maximum 
fixed prices,” said the board’s an- 
““will more nearly 
equalize the actual market condi- 
tions as reflected in prices of coun- 
try hides, and need not affect the 
prices of cattle.

If the Franco - British - Italian 
forces, as officers here hope, are able 
to break through strong enemy con- 
centrations toward Fismes itself, dis- 
aster would threaten the whole Ger- 
man position south of this place.

Hot Wind Murders Sleep in Chicago 
After Day of Excessive Heat;

CHICAGO, July 22.—The third day 
of the belated July heat wave was 
marked by an cfficial temperature 
one degree below the high mark, 
but with effects even more uncom- 
fortable than on the two preceding 
days. The maximum recorded at 6 
p.m. was 92 deg. The night again 
was not made for sleep, for the low- 
est temperature was 74 and this 
came at6a.m. The heat was accen- 
tuated by the south wind which at- 
tained a velocity cf twenty miles an 
hour. Numerous thunderstorms were 
reported in the region between the 
Rocky and Appalachian Mountains, 
but the rainfall was light and uni- 
formly high temperatures prevailed. 
There were seven heat prostrations 
in Chicago and one death was attrib- 
uted indirectly to the heat wave.

The arrests are an outgrowth of 
the government's campaign against 
the illegal system by which sccres of 
agents have obtained army contracts 
on a contingent fee basis. 


STORIES CO-ORDINATE. 
Significance is attached to the 


by several contingent fee agents 
operating independently, inasmuch 
as each named the same officer or 
officers in Washingtcn as being sus- 
ceptible to money gifts. Quite uni- 
formly, it was the experience of a 
group of contractors acting in good 
faith to. fail to obtain-raincoat ccn- 
tracts which went to higher bidders, 
and later to receive telephone calls 
from men who guaranteed to obtain 
contracts on payment of retainer 
fees. 

In running down evidence, the 
government agents found the trail 
led to Boston and Philadelphia, 
where contingent fee agents oper- 
ated extensively by the telephone 
conversation method. It is under- 
stood a number cf persons in these 
cities now are under surveillance, 

COATS DEFECTIVE. 


Department of Justice officials to- 
night declared that many of the rub- 
ber coat® furnished by contractors 
charged with fraud were reported 
unsatisfactory by Gen. Pershing. In- 
vestigaticn developed, it was said, 
that through the bribery of in- 
spectors, rotten cloth and rubber 
was used for the coats, dimensions 
were scantier than specifications,

These are the sort of fighters our 
American troops have been driving 
back #6 guccessfully south of Sois- 
eons in what is one of the bitterest 
fights in the whole war. The mo- 
rale of our troops is getting better 
every day, if that is possible. They 
always had the punch that could 
beat the Boche, man to man. And 
in this open waffare, where gas 
plays a small part, they are get- 
ting that opportunity and justifying 
their punch. 
CAN'T STOP 'EM. 

It is dificult te make them fight 
to the objective and rest. When 
they get started oer simply pound 
the German iin overwhelming 
numbers saute tem. Then they get 
breath and assistance and go ahead 
again.

AMERICAN FRONT, July 1—

individual example of heroism. 
Almost dally, and long after a bat- 
tle has been fought, some new fea- 
ture of interest is brought to light. 
Not all these, however, were con- 
fined to the main theaters of the big 
ebgagements. Sheer Amefican ati- 
dacity showed itself strikingly in one 
of the quiet sectors the other day, 
where French instructors are putting 
the finishing touches on some of the 
more newly arrived Sammiles. 

GO HUN HUNTING. 

At this point the Gesman trenches 
were only a short distance away.

A combined Franew- 
American attack wae arranged, this 
to be directed against the enemy's 
first-line trenches. It Was success- 
ful, the trenches, dugouts, warfens 
and othereworks béing cleaned vut 
in record time, 

According to the plans of the 
French. instructors this completed 
the undertaking, so roll was caled. 
Twenty Américans failed te answer. 
Naturally fears were felt for their 
safety. Another attack was itmme- 
diately ordered to freseue the miss- 
ing men, or at least ascertain what 
had been their fate. It was con- 
sidered all-important that the ab- 
sentees be found, so the French «f- 
fieers decided that only their own 
veteran troops should participate in 
this charge. 

BRING “NICE MESS.” 

Just before the signal was given 
to go over the top, the missing 
Americans hove into view. They 
came in nonchalantly, herding seven- 
teen Germans along in front of them. 
Asked where they had been, aad 
how they managed to round up all 
the live stock, the leader of the 
bunch explained that having falled 
to find any live Germans in the first- 
line trenches they went on to the 
second, where they had succeeded 
in landing a nice mess of Huns. The 
whole job took them leas than half 
an hour, and they seemed to regard 
it as of n6O consequence whatsoever. 

Stories of individial and collec: 
tive herolem in the battle of Bots 
de Belleau are still coming in. In 
a number of eases privates took 
command of platoons whose officers 
had been put out of action, giving 
displays of that American initiative 
which so astonishes the slow-think- 
ing Boches. 

GET 'EM OR DIB. 

Machine gune concealed by the 
enemy in wheat fields surrounding 
the woods greatly harassed our men 
until they cleaned them out, one at 
a time. When one Of the guns be- 
fan its annoying rat-a-tat-tat, 
Sammy would take his rifle and set 
out in the direction of the seeund, He 
generally came back or he didn’t. 
This was continued until the ¢on- 
cealed guns were cleaned out. In & 
number of cases an American cap- 
tured one of these -single« 
handed and either killed or captured 
the crew. In fact, there Was one 
sergeant who captured three 
chine gune without any assistance, 
and was killed while charging a 
fourth. .. 

Accufacy of rifle fire has been 
one of the outstanding features of 
the fighting of the Americans, and 
this ability to shoot straight is of na- 
jor importance despite the large 
element of machinery and purely 
mechanical effort which has been in- 
jected into modern warfare. Some 
experts were inclined to underesti- 
mate the rifle and neglect thie feature 
of training, butin the hands of men 
with clear eyes and steady nerves 
it remains one of the most potent 
of weapons. In training camps over 
here the tendency now is to place 
more and more on perfecting 
soldiers in. its 

KEEN WITH RIFLE. 

Tt still continues the favorite 
weapon of the country which gave 
the world such shots as Cody, Boone, 
Carson, Bowle and Carver, not only 
for sniping, but for general, ell- 
around business of killing Germans.

MORE WATERWAYS. 


NATIONAL CONGRESS FIEID 
SECRETARY HERE ON 
TOUR OF COAST. 


Marshall Shackelford, field secre- 
tary of the National Rivers and Har- 
bors Congress at Washington, D. C., 
arrived in Los Angeles yesterday. He 
Will be here for two or three weeks” 
and will get in touch with the Los 
Angeles members of the congress 
some fifty in number. Before com 
to Los Angeles he spent sev 
weeks in San Francisco. 

“If there ever was a time when 
the friends of waterways ought to be 
awake and hard at work, that time is 
now,” Mr. Shackelford said.. “Trans- 
portation is important in time of 
Peace, but it is absolutely vital fn 
time of war. Judging by what she 
has done, Germany understands that 
fact better than any other nation. 
on earth. At any rate, she knows 
far better than we do, for she not 
only has nearly three times as many 
miles of railways as we have, in 
proportion to the size of the two 
countries, but she has thousands of 
miles of improved waterways reach- 
ing every part of the empire. 

“We probably have hardly start+ 
ed the war yet, but our transporta- 
tion system has been shown to be 
largely inadequate. Delays, conges- 
tions and embargoes have thrown 
men out of employment and caused 
a great deal of costly inconventl 
ence. 

“The leading railroad men of. the 
country agree that the railroads 
ean not handle the job alone. The 
National Rivers and Harbors Con- 
gress is constantly at work trying te 
secure the continued improvement 
of our waterways and harbors and 
their use to relieve the railroads and 
help win the War, and its work de- 
serves the approval and support of 
every patriotic American. 

“Differing from any other organt 
zation, the National Rivers and Har- 
bors Congress advocates a polley, 
not a project. This policy, the exten~- 
sion and improvement of waterways, 
water transportation by the develop- 
ment of rivers and harbors, has re- 
ceived the hearty approbgtion of 
prominent commercial organizations 
and men of charactegand influence 
throughout practically every section 
of the country.” 

Mr. Shackleford was in conference 
yesterday afternoon with officials of 
the local Chamber of Commerce. 


GOVERNOR IS GUEST 
AT LIBERTY BANQUET. 


SEMI-POLITICAL AFFAIR AT 
UNION LEAGUE CLUB FEA- 
TURED BY PATRIOTISM, 


More than 200. well-known citi- 
gens participated in the Liberty 
banquet at the Union League Club 
last night, when Gov. Stephens was 
the guest of honor. They sang patri- 


otic songs, and they cheered and ap- 


plauded with &pirit the patriotic ut- 
terances of the speakers. Then fel- 
lowed an informal receptién, in 
which Gov. Stephens personally 
greeted each man, many of them be- 
ing old-time friends. 

The programme opened with 
brief address of welcome by D, 
Casselman, president of the clu 
and his introducticn of former Sen, 
ator R. N. Bulla as toastmaster. Sen- 
ator Bulla spoke of the rejuvenation 
of the Union League Club, and 
place that it has filled and will 
again in “patriotic politics.” 

The programme following in- 
cluded scngs by Baril C. Houk, bari- 
tone, and “talkalogues” by Charley 
Murray. Toastmaster Bulla then in- 
troduced Gov. Stephens, who re- 
ceived much applause.

WYNSURED for $100,000 and valued 
at a much larger sum, the fa- 
mous Titian painting, ‘Lazarus 

Being Raised from the Dead,” is now 

being exhibited at Barker Brothers, 

No. 716 South Broadway. This mas- 

terpiece has few equals. Pierpont 

Morgan paid $1,000,000 for its com- 

panion piece and was not permitted 

to take it out of Italy. This paint- 
ing is owned by W. Crawford Ander- 


7#0n, and was brought to this coun- 


try by Jerome Bonaparte, brother 
of Napoleon. 

“Lazarus Being Raised from the 
Dead” was painted 390 years ago. 
When Napoleon's soldiers entered 
the Vatican at Rome, they stripped 
the painting from its frame, leaving 
several inches of it sticking to the 
frame. As soon as Napoleon heard 
of the incident he sent back for the 
strips, and these were replaced after 
an endless amount of retouching. 
The picture also has a bullet hole 
through it. 

The picture shows eight persons. 
They are in three different groups, 
and yet they all go to make up one 


group. True to Titian’s method of 
compcesition, the women in the pic- 
ture—Martha and Mary——are shown 
kneeling or sitting. | 

Titian’s pictures all show orig- 
inality in heads. Where the right 
side of the face is shown the hair 
is dark, and where the left side is 
shown the hair is light. There are 
several Titian heads in the picture 
now on exhibition. Christ is shown 
in the red coat which Titian gave 
him in all his paintings, as being 
significant of power. The picture 
reflects faith, love, adoration and 
awe. 

Christ has come to the tomb of 
Lazarus, has ordered the sealed stone 
door turned aside and has called 
upon Lazarus to come forth. In the 
picture are Christ, Martha, Mary, 
Peter, John, Lazarus and two others. 
One man is unbinding the wrists of 
Lazarus. 

This pieture, which has been 
brought here at great expense, is 
well worth seeing. It will be on ex- 
hibit on the second floor at Barker 
Brothers every day until the public

“We want honest-to-God men whe 
want to stand up and fight by the 
side of other honest-to-God men,” 
says Lieut. Garland. ‘Every man in 
the Tank Corps is a volunteer, and 
every officer rises from the ranks. 
There is a wonderful opportunity for 
advancement. The man who wants 
to see quick service will get it in 
the Tank Corps. After from ten to 
twelve weeks’ training at Camp 
Colt, Gettysburg, Pa., the men are 
sent overseas, where the final 
touches are given. We can use driv- 
era, signalmen, gunners, tank com- 
manders, and a complete clerical 
force, but every one of the men has 
to pass the same examinations, take 


practically the same training, and 
be ready to fight when called upon 
to do #0.”

VERYBODY BRACE UP! 

After five months of terrific struggle 
and almost superhuman endurance the Al- 
lied troops have checked the onrush of the 
Hun and turned the tide of battle towards 
Berlin. The second battle of the Marne 
resulted in a magnificent Allied victory that 
has extended northward and westward un- 
til the German troops are giving ground 
along a front more than 100 miles in ex- 
tent. More German troops were captured 
last week than during any previous summer 
on the western front. Joy bells are ring- 
ing in the Allied countries for the first time 
since America entered the war. It is a 
victory that comes at a time when Germany 
and Austria are so torn with political dis- 
sension that they are in no condition to 
endure reverses. 
is fully justified by ‘the solid results 
achieved. 

Wherever the flags of the Allied coun- 
tries are fiying the air is filled with glad- 
ness. Victory is ail the sweeter because 
its coming has been so long delayed. It is 
like the first rains of autumn that tell the 
summer drought is broken. Our war-wea- 
ried workers beyond the.seas are heartened 
by a new hope. More than one hundred 
thousand of the formidable German shock 
troops are prisoners behind the Allied lines, 
or dead. None of them will fight again dur- 
ing the present war. Ludendorff is left a 
His Huns 
are no longer invincible. The dauntless 
American fighters met the best that Ger- 
many had to offer on a fair field and 
downed them in their tracks. Thirty 
French towns have been retaken; the civil- 
lan populations are returning to their dev- 


astated fields and shattered firesides, and | 


the work of rehabilitation has begun. Now 
for a new business courage and confidence 
in our own bailiwick! 

Not the least of the fruits of the recent 
victory is the improved morale of our 
forces on our home front. Optimism is 
radiant and the disciples of Jeremiah are 
in retreat. There have always been a few 
American people who locked at the war 
Only through blue glasses. Optimism al- 
ways held the ascendant, but those who 
were leading the economic offensive had to 
fight not only the enemy combinations, but 
the pessimists at home. Despite the Jere- 
miahs the wheels of industry were speeded 
up to the point that Gen. Foch was able 
to meet the millions of Huns with other 
and greater millions, to match gun with 
gun, shell with shell, battle plane with 
battle plane. The valor and endurance of 
the sons of freedom did the rest. 

The Jeremiahs are silent at this happy 
hour. Let us hope that their conversion 
will take place in the darkness and that 
they will shed their sack cloth. Let us 
hope that their cry “Woe is me” has been 
heard for the last time. We have seen 
enough of these apostles of “old shoes and 
patched pants;” these prophets of evil who 
would close or restrict business and pull 


down the shutters of the marts of trade 


when the war began. The Times bélieves 
that the hour has arrived when American 
business should signal full speed ahead. 
We must keep step on the home front with 
our advancing troops. The time for dig- 
ging in has passed. On and on and on! 
Fearlessly on! Forward with the march of 
Trade and Development!

The 
flinching Hun line in France is the imme 
diate result. 

But the Hun is not yet definitely beaten. 
His ermies are fallmg back and the dis- 
tance to Berlin is not so great as ten days 
ago: but there must be no relaxation of 
effort; the pressure Must increase as the 
drive proceeds. Business curtailment is 
Industrial expansion must begin. 
America’s first $24,000,000,000 has been 
raised; it is only the beginning; other and 
greater budgets must follow and we must 
be prepared for them. Any financial weak: 
ening on the home front would be immedi- 
ately reflected beyond the seas. The finan- 
cial pinch has finally struck the German 
army; a shortage of guns and ammunition 
has been noted by the Allies for the first 
time. The weakening on the part of the 
enemy must be met with new strength on 
the side of the Allies. Formidable obsta- 
cles face our valiant troops in France; ob- 
stacles of almost equal magnitude confront 
our industria) leaders at home. Before 
those other billions can be expended in war 
activities they must be produced. Re- 
trenchment will not produce them. That 
would be like asking a man with a $2000-a- 
year salary to save $3000 a year. Retrench- 
ment has struck bedrock. It is to BUSI- 
NESS EXPANSION THAT WE MUST 
TURN FOR CONTINUED SUCCESS. 

Elation is radiating like sunbeams from 
the faces of the crowds that throng our 
busy streets. It is a force that must be 
capitalized and put to work. Opportunity 
must be given for every patriotic impulse 
to be. turned to profitable production. There 
has already been too much hoarding of tal- 
ents. Let our dollars and our energies get 
to work. 

The nation needs more wealth—and the 
only way to get ft is to produce ft—and the 
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The elation of the victd@ts | 
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only way to produce more wealth is to do 
more business. Go on with your expan- 
sions; go on with your building; go on with 
your farming: do and extend those things 
you had thought of doing and extending 
when the war started! Don't quit—put on 
more steam! Buy more, make more, dis- 
tribute more, sell more! Do more business 
than ever--and help the other fellow do 
more business than ever! The nation needs 
the money that doing business makes; it 
must have that money and you can help 
make it by helping stimulate industrial and 
commercial activity. Forget about those 
patched pants and brace up, everybody. 


lL, CONFIDENCE. 

The monthly report of the Federal Re- 
serve Board sets forth that “business con- 
ditions continue active and satisfactory 
with genc.al confidence commanding the 
future.” That is the point. If our armies 
abroad are to be fed and clothed and main- 
tained at the highest possible degree of 
warlike efficiency Genera] Confidence must 
be kept in command of the Home Guards— 
present and future. General Confidence is 
the resourceful commander who can pro- 
duce the sinews of war. He is the one who 
can drive the Liberty Bond campaigns to 
success and furnish the millions when mil- 
lions are demanded. But he and his Chief- 
of-Staff, General Business, should not be 


unnecessarily embarrassed by official regu- 


lators who regulate largely because they 
have been permitted authority so to do. 
We should not merely have business as 
usual, but for the financial demands of 
Mars it is necessary that there should be 
more business than usual. Just now it is 
more important that business should be 
equipped with spurs than a brake.

a few years. when Europe crouched at the 
feet of Napoleon. Napoleon from his prison 
in St. Helena predicted that in fifty years 
Europe would be either republican or Cos- 
sack, but before the allotted period expired 
the wrangling Germanic states were solidi- 
fied by the genius of Bismarck into an autoc- 
racy, France vibrated between Bourbonism 
and Communism, while Italy with occa- 
sional political disturbances overthrew the 
temporal power of the Pope, but otherwise 
remained politically much as she was be- 
fore Waterloo_changed the fate of Europe 


and Great Britain passed peacefully through 


a dynasty of three sovereigns. 

The truth is that history, in so far as it 
purports to disclose the motives of rulers 
and of peoples in the past, is a mass of 
fictions and conjectures, and as a guide for 
the future it possesses but little value. 
How could it be otherwise? What lessons 
on peaceful development can an age with- 
eut railroads, or telegraphs, or electric light 
and power, or telephones, or complex ma- 
chinery, give, in industrial life, to an age 
which has harnessed the cataract and the 
thunder cloud, and made working slaves of 
water, earth and air? What lessons in war 
can an age of bows and arrows, culverins, 
moats and drawbridges, of armies encased 
in steel and galleys propelled by oars, give 
to an age of submarines and ironclads, and 
repeating rifles, and dynamite guns, one 


discharge of which, from a point miles away,.

would have tumbled the strongest fortifi- 
cations of Richard Coeur de Lion in ashes 
above the bodies of a thousand armed cru- 
saders. 


Coming down to a date within the mem- 
ory of men still living, we find the states- 
matiship of Washington and Jefferson and 
Clay and Webster and Lincoln, disregarded 
and sometimes derided by many of the po- 
litical leaders of the present generation, 
who have never read the history of their 
own country, and would accept no lessons 
from it if they had read it.

Yet history has one use and imparts one 
great lesson. In the language of Froude, 
“It is a voice forever sounding across the 
centuries the laws of right and wrong.” 


The moral law is written upon the tablets 
of eternity. For every false word and un- 
righteous deed, for cruelty and oppression, 
for lust or vanity, the price has to be paid 
at last, not always by the chief offenders, 
but paid by someone. Injustice and false- 
hood may be long-lived, but doomsday comes 
to them at last in terrible ways. Justice 
and truth alone endure.

THE QUESTION NOW 
BEFORE THE HOUSE.

The question before the house is 
which form of government will you 
live under hereafter, democracy or 
despotism? 

Many Americans appear to think 
that our country is in the war on 
behalf of Belgium, France, Italy, 
Gréat Britain or some other nation. 
The conception is only half a truth. 
We are in the conflict on behalf of 
each and all of these nations, as 
well as of every other nation in the 
world. We are in the war for the 
sake of those who are fighting 
against us, against democracy and 
in behalf of despotism just as much 
as we are fighting for the sake of 
our own people, our own homes, our 
own country. 

So all the other Entente Allies are 
fighting for our people, our homes, 
our country, just as much as they 
are fighting for their own people, 
country and homes» We entered in- 
to the war nearly three years after 
our Allies had been engaged in fight- 
ing our batttles as well as their own. 

There can be no doubt about this 
in the mind of any person who has 
followed carefully and comprehends 
intelligently the purposes, aims and 
objects in the minds of those who 
stand for despotism. During these 
three long years those who are now 
our Allies by keeping the enemy 
busy in the trenches and by their 
fleets made things safe for us at 
home. But for this keeping the en- 
emy busy and but for the fleets of 
the Entente Allies a hostile army 
would have been landed in America 
before our army had become much 
more than a good corporal’s guard. 
Had this taken place we would have 
known something about the horrors 
of war as they are known so well 
in Western Europe. 

Let us stop a moment here among 
these peaceful scenes where every 
chil@ is safe from the bayonet of 
some soldier intent only on inflict- 
ing punishment on those who stand 
for freedom instead of tyranny, 
where every table in every house- 
hold is well supplied with food, and 
every mouth and stomach is full, 
and try to picture to ourselves the 
fate that would await us if a Teuton 
army should gain a foothold on our 
shores. 

Picture to yourself Riverside, Po- 
mona, Anaheim, San Diego or our 
own city captured by these ruthless 
warriors from Céntral Europe. 
Think of what it would mean to 
bave a regiment of Uhlans march 
through our streets, haughty in their 
pride as conquerors, with a disdain- 
ful smile upon their lips as they 
laid the city under contribution. Re- 
member there is no respect in their 
minds for position, age or sex. No 
pity in their hearts for the suffer- 
ing they inflict on the conquered. 
Think of the looting of your own 
homes, every house made barracks 
for the conquerors, while every store 


gnd shop in town would be called 
‘upon to furnish so many carcasses 


of sheep and beeves, so many bar- 
rels of flour, sugar, so many chests 


of tea, bags of coffee and so on to 


the end of the chapter—a long and 
tiresome one. 

Just picture in your own mind a 
number of Hun officers quartered in 
your own house, yourself and your 
wife ordered out of your bedroom 
to bunk in the garret or cellar. 
Think of the frightened looks of 
your children ag they beheld these 
rough troopers going through the 
house. Try to imagine your feel- 
ings as they stamp through your 


best rooms, shoving your furniture - 


about, flinging open the  »piano 
around which the troopers would 
gather chanting insulting war songs 
or some obscene ditty that would 
bring a blush to the cheek of any 
woman less depravel than a hard- 
ened harridan, 

All this would go on right under 
your eyes while your servants, wife 
and daughters would be unceremoni- 
ously ordered about with insults to 
wait upon the victors, 

These Uhlans after a day or two 
stay would move on only to give 
place to a division of infantry or an 
artillery company with their big 
guns rolling through your streets, 
their horses put up in your stables 
to be fed on your fodder. Your 
rooms just vacated hy the Uhlans 
would be reoccupied by a new con- 
tingent, just as brutal, rough and 
careless, just as insulting as the 
first lot. Again there would be a 
requisition for more supplies of ev- 
ery kind, more burden put upon 
the inhabitants of every house. 

So it would go on from day to day, 
one crowd of marauders following 
another, until when finally the last 
company had cleared out, the town 
would be empty of every supply, 
every home would be in a state of 
indescribable filth, everything of 
value confiscated by the foe, every 
article of furniture wrecked, the 
savings of a lifetime wiped out of 
existence in a week. 

To prevent this we are in the war, 
fighting not for the people of Eng- 
land, not for the homes of Belgium, 
nor for the hearthstones of France 
or Italy. We are fighting for our 
own firesides, our own altars, the 
graves of our own sires. We are 
fighting for our own property, our 
own bank accounts, for the sanctity 
of our wives, the honor of our 
daughters, the lives of our little chil- 
dren. We entered the war late. We 


- had to do so. But for the man pow- 


er of America, but for the material 
resources of our country, those who 
stood for depotism would have tri- 
umphed over all the democracies of 
Europe. Then would have come our 
turn. There is no room for delusion 
on this head. So we are fighting 
our own battle. It is up to every 
American to be in the war in some 
capacity, in some Way and to. stay 
in, whatever the cost, until a final 
decision is reached upon the battle- 
field. It is costing us $50,000,000 a 
day. It does not make any differ- 
ence if it cost twice as much.

ON “THE BATHTUB.” 


The bathtub is an oval receptacle 
for the human body. It is about two 
feet deep and about twelve inches 
too short.

A bathroom with a bathtub In it 
is a good thing_to have in the house 
even if you have no use for it—be- 
cause it gives you something to talk 
about. Some years ago people would 
speak of the bathtub in that casual 
deprecatory way in which one now- 
adays speaks of his automobile, a 
sort of ticket, admitting one to the 
circle of the first families. To say 
“Tt was in the bathtub when you rang 
the door bell” was much like saying 
“The winter I was in the Legislat- 
er” or “the year I was in Burope.” 
It gave you a certain standing. It 
put your unwashed friend at a dis- 
advantage. He could not expect to 
have the polish—ablutionary or eth- 
erwise—that you have when he prac- 
ticed merely sectiona! and non-conm 
temporaneous application of soap 
and water. There was no special 
distinction coming to him in society 
in those days, if all he could drag 
into the social chat Was some such 
remark as this, “I was a-washing 
myself back of the ears when you 
was a-callin’ for me.” But if he 
could mention an “altogether” in a 
stationary bathtub! Oh, Boy! 

Perhaps you notice that I use the 
words “stationary bathtubs.” I do 
so with design. In olden days one 
bathed in a tub which was neither 
stationary nor exclusive. Mother 
soaked the clothes in it Sundays; 


‘banged the washboard over it on 


Mondays; hulled corn in it Tues- 
days: scoured it out Wednesdays. 
and began to wash the boys and 
girls in it Thursdays, Fridays and 
Saturdays. It was a blue tub paint- 
ed white inside. After it had seen 
use it frequently developed splin- 
ters. I mention the fact because I 
remember it. 1 have some of them 
now in my.system, I think. We 
usually bata in the kitchen; but 
often in the barn, or the pantry. or 
the parlor, or the dining-room. -One 
day in March it happened in the 
dining-room. Mother was bending 
over me with a scrubbing brush and 
& yellow pitcher full of soft soap 
and I was sitting on a splinter, when 
the schoolmarm butted in and asked 
mother why /I was absent from 
school the previous day. It was re- 
ferred to me and I had no ready an- 
swer. If you ever got a moist lick- 
ing in a washtub in the month of 
March, for playing hookey, you will 
know why I yet remember the Incl- 
dent. It is my recollection tn that 
in those days most of the “altogeth- 
er” bathing was done fn the spring 
and summer. It was daifficult to bust 
the ice in the washtub after Thanks- 
giving Day. So we generally con- 
fined our ablutions to a reasonable 
reach below the collar button and 
waited patiently for spring. 

Adam Thompson of Cincinnati, O., 
was the first man in America to put 
a bathtub with running water into 
his house and practice winter bath- 
ing. This was December 20, 1842. 
It aroused a nation to controversy. 
The medical profession, with its 
usual foresight, declared it a dan- 
gerous thing and bound to increase 
the prevalence of zymotic diseases_ 
Society frowned on midwinter bath- 


ing. Finally, Millard Fillmore, Pres- | 


ident of the United States, put a 
bathtub into the White House, in 
1851. That settled it. Society took 
it up and began to brag about bath- 
ing on other days than Saturday 
nights. A New York hotel put in a 
bathtub. People went far to see it. 
Royal dukes were taken around to 
see it on their visits to America. 

There is much more I could say. 
But I refrain. While the Huns 
bathe in blood let us bathe In water. 
Bathtubs are but the beginning. For 
the day will come when sumptuous 
public baths will be maintained by 
every town of 20,000 inhabitants 
and when it will be fit cause for in- 
dictment for neglect or refusal by 
any municipality to comply with this 
law. Then perhaps we shall be 
clean—and Godly.—{A. G. 8. in the

This 
temporary injunction was granted hy 
Judge Wellbura on the applicatior 
of Mary Ramsey, a retail grocer of 
No. 4716 Central avenue, who wi! 
be represented today by Charles 
Haas. The grocers and the drug 
gists will be among the hardest hit 
if the ordinance is declared const. 
tutional and the injunction dissolved. 
MUST CLOSE STORES. 
“If the new Sunday’ ordinance 


stands the tests of the courts,” said 
Mr. Dutton, yesterday, “‘it simply 


| means that the retail druggists of 


this city must close their doors on 
Sundays. The association has more 
than 250 members here in Los An- 
gelesn. We had a meeting last week. 
We agree that we cannot afford to 
keep open and hite cierks simply 
to sell soda water, cigarp and drugs. 
We must be permitted’‘to sell soap 
end razors, and tooth powder, and 
similar merchundise, which all drug- 
gists carry and which are necessi- 
ties if any goods are.” 7 


TO FIGHT LAW. 


Attorney Nimmo, representing the 
(druggists, said yesterday: 

“The drug@ists are prepared to 
feht this new ordinance to a finish, 
and if it is declared constitutional, 
we shall go to the Council for re- 
lief. New license taxation has been 
passed against the druggists by the 
Council and yet now comes an ordi- 
nance to take away more than half 
of the druggists’ income. Business 
as usual should be the watchword 
now, and certainly this includes 
business such as druggists and gro- 
cers engage in, for they handle ne- 
cessities, which must be purchased 
on Sunday.” 

The city will be represented at to- 
day's hearing by Jess Stephens, As- 
sistant City Attorney. Mr. Stephens 
said: 
“The city will contend that the 
‘injunction should be dissolved and 
the ordinance enforced next Sunday 
and thereafter. There is no dis- 
crimination in the ordinance 
against necessary and recreational 
business, and the ordinance, we feel, 
is constitutional.”

Judge Bledsce ordered 
that Zogg be granted leave to see 
his friends under the rules usually 
obtaining relative to the communi- 
cations between prisoners and 
friends. 


Zoge awd Huber being the only 
defendants in court to plead, they 
asked that they be allowed another 


week, and this was allowed. It was 
stated that Myles and Pinchon were 
out of the city on a prospecting trip. 


Held as an Enemy. 

H. G. Bruneman, who claims to 
be a laborer, was arraigned before 
United States Commissioner Stephen 
G. Long vesterday on a charge of 
violating the Espionage Act, and held 
in $1000 bond. 

The complaint against Bruneman 
is signed by M. F. Warnock of the 
local police department. It is allered 
that he is an enemy of the coyntry 
and‘had recently declared’ that 
American soldiers had. gathered a 
number of German prisoners to- 
gether and thrown bombs among 
them “just for fun:” that the stories 
of German atrocities in France and 
elsewhere were lies, and that Gen. 
Pershing had court-martlialed 400 
soldiers in his command who had 
refused to sav that stories concern- 
ing “baby killing” were true. 


Secret Complaint iled. 
United States Commissioner 
Stephen G Long yesterday held Ra- 
fael Garcia, against whom a secret 
complaint had been filed by the De- 
partment of Justice, in $1000 bond 
and fixed his preliminary hearing 

for this afternoon at 2 o'clock. 
Garcia is charged with circulating 
German propaganda and to have 


‘used the mails for that purpose. A 


hint as to the nature of the charges 
was given by the Department of 
Justice investigators, who told the 
commissioner that the propaganda 
sent through the mails might not 
be returned to the city in time for 
the hearing, and that a postpone- 
ment might be necessary. . 
Selective Draft Case. 

A. Burton Hawley and his wife, 
Selma Hawley, moving picture 
actress, were arraigned in Judge Os- | 
car A. Trippet’s court yesterday on 
the charge of violating the Selective 
Service Act in having made a false 
statement in a questionnaire sent to 
Hawley, relative to the wife being 
dependent on his labor for support. 

Both pleaded not guilty and the 
trial was set for August 20. William 
S. Hart qualified as one of the 
bondsmen. 

It is now claimed in behalf of the 
eecused that at the time the state- 
ment was made on the questionaire 
that Mrs. Hawley was out of work 
in the local moving picture studios, 
although before that, and subse- 
quently, she had remunerative em- 
ployment. In making oul the ques- 
tionnaire she failed to state where 
she had been formerly employed. 


Held as German Spy. 

Ernest Greenwald, 34 years old 
and said to be a broker, is in the 
County Jail, having been arrested in 
Leng Beach, on the charge of being 
a German spy. The arrest is con- 
sidered important by the government 
officials. Greenwald has been in the 
United States since 1914, coming 
here soon after the declaration of 
war in August of that year. He had 
been in this vicinity but a week 
when he was apprehended. 


Arrest Follows Threats. _ 

Hugo Hummel, an employee of a 
San Bernardinc hotel, was held 
without ball by United States Com- 
missioner Phipps of that city, fol- 
lowing his arrest by Deputy United 
States Marshal J. W. Bell. He is 
charzed with having violated the 
Espionage Act. The eccused is al- 
leged to have threatened to kill 
President Wilson, and to have ex- 
pressed an opinion that Germany is 
a peace-loving nation. “If Wilson 
were out of the way we should have 
many years of peace; it would be 
better for Germany tc win the war 
because she is so progressive,” are 
some of the statements imputed to 
him.
